Dawes plan can be considered effec­ 
tive 
Another im portant development 
was an agreem ent between the allies 
and Germans, under which the Dawea 
plan can be enforced IO days earlier 
than Get 15, the date which had been 
agreed upon.

The United States refuses to dis­ 
cuss war debts at this time, maintain­ 
ing they are detente financial obliga­ 
tions which do not admit of discus­ 
sion except as to the manner in w him 
they shall be paid. 
It is understood here that the Paris 
(inference will be confined only to 
discussion of the distribution of Ger­ 
man reparations. 
Tile United States 
is particularly interested in this issue 
due to moneys owing on account of 
Lie upkeep of the United Slates army 
of occupation on tho Rhine 
Every effort is being made to speed 
up the work of the allied reparations 
conference 
A committee of experts 
is examining the German reply, while 
representatives of 
England, France, 
Belgium and Germany are conferring 
informally upon questions which are 
regarded as being outside the scope 
of the formal conference, 
Chief of 
these questions is evacuation of the 
Ruhr. 
One feature of the German 
com­ 
munication which is engaging nun Ii 
attention from the experts committee 
is the request for greater German 
representation upon the

Mad Search for Oil May Cause Radi 
cai Changes in This Planet, 
Says Scientist. 


Philadelphia.—“There 
Is 
a 
very 
real danger that New York city may 
suffer from an earthquake one of these 
days. 
Unless the world gets over Its 
mad search for oil there are going to 
be 
some 
radical 
changes 
on 
this 
plunet.” 
These are some of the startling pre­ 
dictions made by Prof. David Todd of 
I Amherst college, professor of astrono­ 
my, 
internationally 
known scientist 
and author of half a dozen books and 
innumerable articles. 
Professor Todd 
Is spending the summer on the es­ 
tate of P. M. Sharpies, near West 
Chester. 
New York city, he says, Is as likely 
a site for the next earthquake as any 
in the United States. 
This is because 
of the geological formation of the hind 
beneath it. 
Earthquakes almost In­ 
variably come at a point where two 
strata or layers beneath the surface 
of the ground come together. 
When 
terrific pressure comes on this point 
It Is Inevitable that ll should crock. 
According to Professor Todd, It has 
been ascertained that just such an un­ 
derground Joint lies beneath Manhat­ 
tan Island. 
The pressure which even­ 
tually will force thD joint apart and 
cause an earthquake Is caused by tlie 
thousands and thousands of tons which 
ore being heaped onto the Island In 
the shape of huge buildings and still 
huger foundations. 
Fie predicts that when the earth­ 
quake finally conies the destruction 
which will follow will he far greater 
and more terrible than that which fol­ 
lowed the Japanese upheaval of last 
summer. 
Professor Todd Is also pessimistic 
over the consequences of the “oil mad­ 
ness” which is gripping the world at 
the present time. 
“Did you ever see 
a driller strike oil?" he asked. 
“Tf 
you have you will get some Idea of tho 
tremendous pressure which Is locked 
up In the ground beneath us. 
It is 
this pressure which holds the world 
In shape. 
And with countless hun­ 
dreds of oil wells tapping this pres­ 
sure In every part of the globe, what 
will he the result T lure not predict.”

Layers of Gases on San 
The atmosphere of the sun. ujgm 
the heat of which all life upon earth

meeting in Philadelphia.

exist In the sun, the pressure that of 
a partial vacuum, and the tempera­ 
ture about 10,000 degrees Fahrenheit.
